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DETAILED ACTION 

IDS filed in paper # 9 on 02/15/2002 has been entered. Currently, claims 1-49 
are pending in the instant application. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-15, 17-47, 49, drawn to a targeting construct, and a method of 
producing a targeting construct, an embryonic stem cell, a non-human 
transgenic animal, a transgenic mouse comprising a disruption in a RORy 
gene, a method of producing a non-human transgenic animal, a method of 
producing a transgenic mouse, and a method of identifying an agent that 
modulates the expression and/or function of RORy gene, classified in 
class 800, subclass 3. 

II. Claims 16, 48, drawn to an agent that modulates the expression of RORy 
gene, classified in class 530, subclass 300+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Invention I is drawn to a nonhuman transgenic animal and/or a transgenic mouse 
comprising a disruption in a RORy gene and a method of identifying an 
agent that modulates the expression and/or function of RORy gene, and a 
method of identifying an agent that modulates the expression of a 
disruption in a RORy gene, using the transgenic animal. 
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Invention II is directed to an agent and, thus, the methods of Invention I are 
distinct from those of Invention II. The methods of Invention I involve 
procedures that are materially different from those of Invention II. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and 
because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. Further, the search required for Group 1 is not required 
for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
